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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to the applicants' election filed on Mar. 1 1, 2010. 
Priority 

1. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claim 1 is allowable. The restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed 
on Feb. 2, 2010, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected 
invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as 
to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claims 31-50 are no 
longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations of an 
allowable generic linking claim as required by 37 CFR 1.141. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. 

Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971).

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: "lower cap 5" (see 
page 5, line 27 - Fig. 1). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement 
Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure.

150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited.

A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed.

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: "page 14, line 30, 
"second valve 220" should be changed to - second valve 120--; page 15, line 16, "FIGs. 1 1A and 
12B" should be changed to — FIGs. 11A and 11B— ; page 16, lines 17-18, "the first bearing 24" 
should be changed to - the second bearing 25 - (see Fig. 12). Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-50 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a second bearing for rotatably 
supporting the driving shaft and preliminarily storing the fluid to be sucked; and a valve 
assembly having openings separated by a predetermined angle from each other, for allowing the 
openings to selectively communicate with the second bearing at a predetermined position of the 
fluid chamber according to rotation direction of the driving shaft so that two different 
compression capacities being formed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
